A shortened statutory response period of one (1) month 
was specified in the September 23, 2004 Official Action. The 
initial due date for response, therefore, was October 23, 2004. 
A petition for a one (1) month extension of the response period 
is presented with this traversal and request for reconsideration 
of requirement for restriction, which is being filed before the 
expiration of the one (1) month extension period. 

Claims 26 and 39 are both directed to methods for 
providing radiotherapy to a mammal via delivery of a conjugate 
comprising a targeting moiety and a a-particle emitting 
radioisotope. A review of these two claims plainly shows that 
the lack of any justification for the Examiner's contention that 
"Inventions I and III . . . have different modes of operation, 
different functions and different effects", as set forth at page 
3 of the September 23, 2004 Official Action. The effect produced 
by each method is essentially the same. Claim 2 6 differs from 
claim 39, primarily, in the recitation regarding the procedure 
for fractioning the dose of the a-particle emitting radioisotope 
used in the method. This difference does not, however, change 
the respective effects of each method. 

Furthermore, it is clear that the field of search with 
respect to the subject matter of the Group I claims, would of 
necessity include the same art areas in which the subject matter 
of the Group III claims is classified. Thus, the concurrent 
examination of both of the allegedly distinct inventions i.e. 
claims 26-29 and 39-43 in the present application would not 
materially affect the Examiner's workload. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully 
requested that the requirement for restriction set forth in the 
September 23, 2004 Official Action be modified such that Group 
I and III form a single group. 

In order to be fully responsive, applicants hereby 
elect the Group III invention, i.e., the subject matter of claims 
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39-43,
